
REMARKS 



Applicants have reduced the number of claims from 205 to 62 
for the purpose of reducing the issues of patentability before 
the Examiner. The original claims included two claims 14 6 and no 
claim 203. Both claims 146 have been cancelled. 

The cancelled claims are all dependent claims. Accordingly, 
the subject matter to which they relate are included within the 
scope of broader claims from which the cancelled claims depended. 

It is submitted that the claims remaining in the application 
are all allowable. Accordingly, early reconsideration and 
allowance of the application are requested.
